CAMPAIGN’ OF 1912 


‘$10, 000,000 Given in Many 
Works of Philanthropy, 
His Secretary Says. 


Martinsville, Ind., Dec. 7 (By A. P.).— 
Senator William B.’ McKinley, of Illi- 
nois, died at the Homelawn sanitarium 
here at 4:10 p. m. today. 

Death followed an illness of several 
months. He was brought here the lat- 
ter part of August suffering from pros- 
tatic cancer. He was 70 years old. 
Senator McKinley's body will be taken 
in charge by a local undertaker, after 
which it will be taken by train to 
Indianapolis and thence to Champaign, 
Ill., where funeral services will be held 
Friday. 

At the bedside were his sister, Mrs. 
S. A. Powers, Champaign, IIl.; his 
nieces, Mrs. T. J. Camp, Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kans.; Mrs. Alan MacDonald, 
Danville, Ill.; Miss Julia Mattis, Cham- 
paign, and his nephew, George M. Mat- 
tis, Champaign. With him, too, as he 
has been for the last 22 years, was C. 
A. Willoughby, his private secretary. 

Senator McKinley, ufter recuperating 
to some degree from a major operation 
performed last spring at Baltimore, be- 
came critically ill early in September, 
due to a pneumonia complication. The 
veteran senator, however, overcame this 
attack and early in October was well 
enough to take an interest in the world 
series baseball contest. Since then his 
strength has been weakening grad- 
ually. 

Friends of Senator McKinley declar- 
ed the last session of Congress sapped 
his strength considerably, as did the 
strenuous primary campaign in which 
he was defeated for renomination by 
Col. Frank L. Smitk, of Dwight, Il. 
They intimated also that the investiga- 
tion into the Illinois primary by the 
senatorial campaign expenditures com- 
mittee was a source of annoyance to 
Senator McKinley in his then enfeebled 
condition. 

Managed Taft Campaign. 

Senator McKinley was chairman and 
treasurer af the congressional com- 
mittee, and later became _ secretary of 
the senatorial committee. He managed 
the campaign of William Howard Taft 
for President in 1912. Early in his ca- 
reer he was reputed to be one of the 
wealthiest men in Congress. Senator 
McKinley's long activity in the mort- 
gage and loan business had given him 
a fortune and several years ago he 
made Mumerous remunerative invest- 
ments in Illinois public utilities. 

“In recent years, however, he con- 
ducted a campaign of donations to 
charitable institutions,” Mr. Willough- 
by said, “and in the last eight or ten 


|years he probably donated between 
- $10,000,000 and $12,000,000 in private 
,and public philanthropies.” 


He maintained the McKinley work- 
ing girls home in Chicago and the 
Sarah Haskett Stevenson home for 
giris, the latter institution being a day 
nursery accommodating about 200 
babies. His most recent donation was 
$500,000 to a hospital fund of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

“Senator McKinley’’s great hobby al- 
ways has been the education of boys,” 
his secretary said. “For instance, the 
McKinley fund at the University of 
Illinois for seniors to whom money is 
loaned to enable them to complete 
their final college year. He always put 
the young man on his honor.” 


With Hays and Mellon. 


Senator McKinley was a member of 
the Presbyterian board in its drive for 
funds and in that connection served 
along side Will H. Hays and Andrew 
Mellon. 

The death of Senator McKinley

The 
indictment charged that the defendants 
transported liquor from Florida and 
points to this city in Pullman and bag- 
gage cars and disposed of it here.

McKinley’s “blunder” lasted from the 
time the Republicans’ of Champaign, 
Ill., and the nineteenth congressional 
district, sent him to the lower House | 
of Congress in 1905 until he was de- 
feated for the party nomination by 
Frank L. Smith, of Dwight, IIl., in the, 
1926 primary as McKinley was finish- 
ing his first six-year term in the Senate.

Their chief properties were 
the Illinois Traction system, which built 
the McKinley bridge over the Missis-

William, also bankers, owned the Dan- 
ville street railways, which they sold to 
the McKinley interests and which even- 
tually were chiefly disposed of to the 
Studebaker and other utilities interests.

McKinley directed the administration 
campaign for the renomination of Pres- 
ident Willlam Howard Taft in 1912 
when the Rooseveltians split the Re- 
publican party.

The text of President Coolidge’s 
follows: | 

In reporting to the Congress the 
state of the Union, I find it impossible 
to characterize it other than one of! 
general peace and prosperity. In some 
quarters our diplomacy 1s vexed with 


difficult and as yet unsolved problems, | 
but nowhere are we met with armed | 
conflict. If some occupations and areas 
are not flourishing, in none does there 
remain any acute chronic depression. 
What the country requires is not so} 
much new policies as a steady continu- | 
ation of those which are already being 
crowned with such abundant success. 
It can not be too often repeated that 
in common with all the world we are | 
engaged in liquidating the war.. 
+In the present short session no great | 
mmount of new legislation is possible, 
but in order to comprehend what is 
most desirable some survey of our gen- 
eYal situation is necessary. A large | 
amount of time is consumed in the 
passage of appropriation bills.. If each 
ongress in its opening session would 
make appropriations to continue for | 
two years, very much time would be 
saved which could either be devoted to 
g' consideration of the general needs of | 
che country or would result in decreas- | 
ing the work of legislation. 


‘Our present state of prosperity has | 
been greatly promoted by three im- 


portant causes, one of which is econ- 


ctay, resulting in reduction and reform | 
in national taxation: Another is the) 
elimination of many kinds of waste. 
The third is a general raising of the 
standards of efficiency. This combina- 
tion has brought the perfectly aston- 
ishing result of a reduction in the index 
price of commodities and an increase 
if the index rate of wages.. We have 
secured a lowering of the cost to pro- 
duce and a raising of the ability to 
consume. Prosperity resulting from 
these causes rests on the securest of all 
fdundations. It gathers strength from 
its own progress. 

In promoting this progress the chief 
part which the national government 
plays lies in the field of economy. 
Whatever doubts may have been enter- 
tained as to the necessity of this policy 
ahd the beneficial results which would 
accrue from it to all the people of the| 
mation, it wisdom must now be con-| 
sidered thoroughly demonstrated. It | 
may not have appeared to be a novel 
of perhaps brilliant conception, but it 
hes turned out to be preeminentiy 
sound. It has not failed to work. It 
has surely brought results. It does not 
have to be excused as a temporary ex- 
pedient adopted as the lesser evil to 
remedy some abuse, it is not a pallia- 
tive seeking to treat symptoms, but a | 
major operation for the eradication at | 
the source of a large number of social | 
diseases. . | 

Nothing is easier than the expendi- | 
ture of public money. It does not ap- 
pear to belong to anybody. The temp- 
tation is overwhelming to bestow it on 
somebody. But the results of extrav-! 
agance are ruinous. The property of | 
the country, like the freedom of the | 
country, belongs to the people of the 
country. They have not empowered 
their government to take a dollar of it! 
except for a neccessary public purpose. | 
But if the Constitutionsconferred such | 
right, sound economics would forbid it. | 
Nothing is more destructive of the| 
progress of the nation than government | 
extravagance. It means an increase in | 
the burden of taxation, dissipation of 
the returns from enterprise, a decrease

The Mississippi river system carries a 
commerce of over 50,000,000 tons at a 
saving of nearly $18,000,000 annually. 
The Inland Waterways Corporation 
operates boats on 2,600 miles of navi- 
gable streams and through its relation 
with 165 railroads carries freight into 
and out of 45 States of the Union. Dur- 
ing the past six months it has handled 
over 1,000,000 bushels of grain monthly 
and by its lower freight rates has raised 
the price of such grain to the farmer 
probably 2% cents to 3 cents a bushel. 
;The highway system on which the 
|Federal government expends about 
$85,000,000 a year is of vital import- 
ance to the rural regions. 
| The advantages to be derived from a 
|more comprehensive and less expensive 
isystem of transportation for agricul- 
, ture ought to be supplemented by pro- 
ivision for an adequate supply of fer- 
tilizer at a lower cost than it is at 
present obtainable. This advantage 
we are attempting to secure by the 
proposed development at Muscle Shoals, 
and there are promising experiments 
being made in synthetic chemistry for 
the production of nitrates. 


Urges Survey of Grazing Lands. 


A survey should be made of the rela- 
tion of government grazing lands to 
the live stock industry. Additional 


legislation is desirable more definitely 
to establish the place of grazing in the 
administration of the national forests, 
properly subordinated to their func- 
tions of producting timber and con- 
serving the water supply. Over 180,- 
000,000 acres of grazing lands are still 
pastured as mons in the public do- 
main with little or no regulation. This 
has made theif use so uncertain that 
it has contributed greatly to the insta- 
bility of the live stock industry. Very 
little of this land is suited to settle- 
ment or private ownership. Some plan 
ought to be adopted for its use in graz- 
ing, corresponding broadly to that al- 
ready successfully applied to the na- 
tional forests. 

The development of sound and strong 
cooperative associations is of funda- 
mental importance to our agriculture. 
It is encouraging to note, therefore, 
that a vigorous and healthy growth in 
the cooperative movement is continu- 
ing. Cooperative associations report- 
ing to the Department of Agriculture 
at the end of 1925 had on their mem- 
bership rolls a total of 2,700,000 pro- 
ducers. Their total business in 1925 
amounted to approximately $2,400,000,- 
000, compared with $635,800,000 in 1915. 
Legislative action to assist cooperative 
associations and supplement their ef- 
forts was passed at the last session of 
Congress. . Important credit measures 
were also provided by Congress in 1923 
which have been of inestimable value 
to the cooperative associations. Al- 
though the Federal credit agencies have 
served agriculture well, I think it may 
be possible to broaden and n 
the services of these institutions. 

Attention is again directed to the 
surplus problem of agriculture by the 
present cotton situation. Surpluses 
often affect prices of various farm 
commodities in a disastrous manner,

WATER RESOURCES 


In previous messages I have referred 


to the national importance of the

sources. The great projects of extension 
of the Mississippi system, the protec- 
tlon and development of the lower Col- 
orado river, are before Congress, and I 
have previously commented upon them. 
I favor the necessary legislation to ex- 
pedite these projects. Engineering 
studies are being made for connecting 
the Great Lakes which the north At- 
lantic, either through an all-American 
canal or by way of the St. Lawrence 
river. These reports will undoubtedly 
be before the Congress during its pres- 
ent session. It is unnessary to dwell 
upon the great importance of such a 
waterway not only to our mid-contl- 
nental basin, but to the commerce and 
development of practically the whole 
nation. 

Our river and harbor improvement 
should be continued in accordance with 
the present policy. Expenditure of this 
character is compatible with economy;

| RADIO LEGISLATION | 


The Department of Commerce has 
for some years urgently presented the 
necessity for further legislation in order 


to protect radio listeners from inter- 
ference between broadcasting stations 
and to carry out other regulatory 
functions. Both branches of Congress 
at the last session passed enactments 
intended to effect such regulation, but 
the two bills yet remain to be brought 
into agreement and final passage. 

Due to decisions of the courts, the 
authority of the department under the 
law of 1912 has broken down; many 
more stations have been operating than 
can be accommodated within the limit- 
ed number of wave lengths available; 
further stations are in course of con- 
struction; many stations have departed 
from the scheme of allocation set down 
by the department, and the whole 
service of this most important public 
function has drifted into such chaos 
as seems likely, if not remedied, to 
destroy its great value. I most urgently 
recommend that this legislation should 
be speedily enacted. 

I do not believe it is desirable to set 
up further independent agencies in the 
government. Rather I believe it ad- 
visable to entrust the important func- 
tions of deciding who shall exercise the 
privilege of radio transmission and un- 
der what conditions, the assigning of 
wave lengths and determination of 
power, to a board to be assembled 
whenever action on such questions be- 
se gpeee necessary.

This government holds tn sacred trus- 
teeship islands which it has acquired tn 
the East and West Indies. In all of 
them the people are more prosperous 
than at any previous time. A system of 
good roads, education and general de- 
velopment is in progress. The people 
are better governed than ever before 
and generally content. 

In the Philippine islands Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood has been governor gen- 
eral for five years and has administered 
his office with tact and ability greatly 
to. the success of the Filipino people. 
These are a proud and sensitive race, 
who are making such progress with our 
cooperation that we can view the re- 
sults of this experiment with great sat- 
isfaction. As we are attempting to as- 
sist this race toward self-government, 
we should look upon their wishes with 
great respect, granting their requests 
immediately when they are right, yet 
maintaining a frank firmness in refus- 
ing when they are wrong. 

We shall measure their progress in no 
small part by their acceptance of the 
terms of the organic law under which 
the islands are governed and their 
faithful observance of its provisions. 
Need exists for clarifying the duties of 
the auditor and declaring them to be 
what every one had supposed they were. 
We have placed our own expenditures 
under the supervision of the comp- 
troller general. It is not likely that the 
expenditures in the Philippine islands 
need less supervision than our own. The 
governor general is hampered in his se- 
lection of subordinates by the neces- 
sity of securing a confirmation, which 
has oftentimes driven him to the ex- 
pediency of using army officers in work 
for which civilian experts would be 
much better fitted. Means should be 
provided for this and such other pur- 
poses as he may require out of the rev- 
enue which this government now turns 
back to the Philippine treasury. . 


For Rubber in Philippines. 


In order that these possessions might 
suffer no seeming neglect, I have re- 
cently sent Col. Cdrmi A. Thompson to

It is only in ac- 
cordance with these principles that we 
c@n establish any lasting foundations 
or an honorable and permanent peace. 

It is-for these reasons that our coun- 
try, like any ,other country, proposes 
to provide itself with an army and 
navy supported by a merchant marine. 
Yet these are not for competition with 
any other power. For years we have 
besought nations to disarm. We have 
recently expressed our willingness at 
Geneva to enter into treaties for the 
limitation of all types of warships ac- 
cording to the ratio adopted at the. 
Washington conference. This offer is. 
still pending. While we are and shall 
continue to be armed it is not as a 
menace, but rather a common assur- 
ance of tranquillity to all the peace-

The duly authorized public authori- 
ties of this country have made prohi- 
bition the law of the land. Acting 
under the Constitution, the Congress 


and the legislatures of practically all 
the States have adopted legislation for 
its enforcement. Some abuses have 
arisen which require reform. Under the 
law the national. government has in- 
trusted to the Treasury Department 
the especial duty of regulation and 
enforcement. Such supplementary leg- 
isiation as it requires to meet existing 
conditions should be carefully and 
speedily enacted. 

Failure to support the Constitution 
and observe the law ought not to be 
tolerated by public opinion. Especially 
those in public places, who have taken 
their oath to support the Constitution, 
ought to be most scrupulous in its ob- 
servance. Officers of the Department 
of Justice throughout the country

enforcement of law in relation to in- 
toxicating liquor, ought 
evasion by attempting to shift the 
burden wholly upon the Federal agen- 
cies. 

Under the Constitution the States 
are jointly charged with the nation in 
providing for the enforcement of the 
prohibition amendment. Some people 
do not like the amendment, some do 
not like other parts of the Constitu- 
tion, some do not like any of it. Those 
who entértain such sentiments have a 
perfect right to seek through legal 
methods for a change. But for any of 
our inhabitants to observe sich parts 


disregarding others, is a doctrine that 
would break down all protection of 
life and property and destroy the 
American system of ordered liberty. 


x FOREIGN RELATIONS 


The foreign policy of this govern- 
ment is well known. It is one of peace 
based on that mutual respect that 
arises from mutual regard for inter- 
national rights and the discharge of 
international obligations. It is our pur- 
pose to promote understanding and 
good will between ourselves and all 
other people. The American people are 
altogether lacking in an appreciation 
of the tremendous good fortune that 
surrounds their internatiqnal position. 
We have no traditional enemies. We 
aré not embarrassed over any disputed 
territory. We have no possessions that 
are coveted by others; they have none 
that are coyeted by us. Our borders 
are unfortified. We fear no one; no 
one fears us. All the world knows that 
the whole extent of our influence is 
against war and in favor of peace, 
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‘against the use of force and in favor 


| of negotiation, arbitration and adjudi-

We look with disfavor upon all ag- 
gressive warfare. We are strong enough 
so that no oné can charge us with 
weakness if we are slow to anger. Our 
place is sufficiently established so that 
we need not be sensitive over trifles. 
Our resources are large enough so that 
we can afford to be generous. At the 
same time we are a nation among ha- 
tions and recognize a responsibility 
not only to ourselves, but in the in- 
terests of a st@ble atid enlightened 
civilization, to protect ahd defend the 
international rights of our govern- 
ment and our citizens. 

It is because of our historical detach- 
ment and the generations of compara- 
tive indifference toward us by other 
‘nations that our public is inclined to 
consider altogether too seriously the 
reports that we are criticized abroad. 
We never had a larger foreign trade 
than at the present time. Our good 
offices were never more sought and the 
necessity for our assistance and coop- 
peration was never more universally 
declared in any time of peace. We 
know that the sentiments which we 
entertain toward all other nations are 
those of the most sincere friendship 
and good will and of an unbounded

Chinese Situation Discussed. 


A special conference on the Chinese 
customs tariff provided for by the 
treaty between the nine powers relat- 
ing to the Chinese customs tariff signed 
at Washington on February 6, 1922, 
was called by the Chinese government 
to meet at Peking on Octboer 26, 1925. 
We participated in this conference 
through fully empowered delegates and, 
with good will, endeavored to cooperate 
with the other farticipating powers 
with a view to putting into effect 
promises made to China at the Wash- 
ington conference, and considering any 
reasonable proposal that might be 
made by the Chinese government for 
the revision of thé treaties on the 
subject of China’s tariff. With these 
aims in view the American delegation 
at the outset of the conference pro- 
posed to put into effect the surtaxes 
provided for by the Washington treaty 
and to proceed immediately to the 
negotiation of a treaty, which, among 
other things, was to make provision for 
the abolition of taxes collected on

Early in April of the present year 
the central Chinese government was 
ousted from power by opposing warring 
factions. It became impossible under 
the circumstances to continue the 
negotiations. Finally, on July 3, the 
delegates of the foreign powers, includ- 
ing those of the United Stites, issued 
a statement expressing their unani- 
mous and earnest desire to proceed 
with the work of the conference at the 
earliest possible moment when the 
delegates of the Chinese government 
are in position to resume discussions 
with the foreign delegates of the prob- 
lems bé¢fore the conference. 

We aré prepared to resume the nego- 
tiations thus interrupted whenever 4 
government representing the Chinese 
people and acting on their behalf pre- 
sents itself. The fact that constant 
warfare between contending Chinese 
factions has rendered it impossible to 
bring these negotiations to a successful 
conclusion is a matter of deep regret. 
Throughout these conflicts we have 
maintained a position of the most care- 
ful neutrality. Our naval vessels in 
Asiatic waters, pursyant to tréaty 
rights, have been used only for the 
protection of American citizens. 


Strawn U. 8S. Representative. 


Silas H. Strawn, esq., was sent to 
China as American commissioner to co-

powers in the estsblishment of a com- 
mission to inquire {nto the. present 
practice of extraterritorial jurisdiction 
in China, with a view to reporting to 
the governments of the several powers 
their findings of fact in regard to these 
matters. The commission commenced 
its work in January, 1926, and 
agreed upon a joint report which was 
signed on September 16, 1926. The 
commission's report has been received 
and is being studied with a view to 
determining our future policy ih re- 
gard to the question of extraterritorial 
rivileges under treaties betwéen the 
nited States and China. 

The preparatory commission for the 
disarmament conference met at Geneva 
on May 18 and its work has been pro- 
ceeding almost continuously since that 
date.

FISHING CRAFT SUFFER 


New York, Dec. 7 (By A. P.).—Death 
| and wreckage tolls of the icy gales that 
have lashed the North Atlantic coast 
since Saturday night mounted higher 
today, while people in several North- 
eastern States shivered in the coldest 
weather in years for this time of the 
season. x 

Eight lives were lost when the Cana- 
dian schooner Ella M. Rudolph was 
pounded into wreckage at Brook Cove, 
near Catalina, off the Nova Scotia 
coast, after being driven ashore at the 
height of the storm last night. This 


was the ninth schooner to be wrecked 
off the Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick coasts, and brought to 28 the 
number of deaths caused by the winter 


storm in the Northeastern States and off, 


eastern Canada. Four deaths from the 


cold were reported in this city today. 


Seven men, comprising the crew of 
W. M. Reinhardt were 


ashore at Point Race, off Provincetown 
Mass. Three members of the crew of 
the small fishing sloop Clarance were 
to Philadelphia aboard the 
steamer Karma, after being picked up 


‘off Nantucket. 


The continued raging of the gale 
added to the enormous losses of fish- 
ermen and shippers along the north 
Lunenburg, the lead-

men’s boats being reported today.

for the great prevalence of colds, coughs 
and pneumonia. Much of the time the 
temperature is well above 70, as shown 
by the ordinary dry bulb thermometer. 
We do not complain of the heat. until 
the thermometer goes to 75 and vver. 
If it drops to 65 we raise a row about 
the lack of heat. 

European homes are maintained at 
temperatures that average at least 5 
degrees lower than ours. In many 
cases they are 10 degrees lower. They 
complain of the heat being oppressive 
when the temperature gets as high as

Parking of automobiles along curbs 
near statues is opposed by the commis- 
sion of fine arts, members of which 
have approved regulations forbidding 
the practice. They have suggested that 
Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 3d, director, 


office of public buildings and public 
parks, bring this matter to the atten- 
tion of District authorities. 

Detailed instructions of the commis- 
sion relative to settings for the Long- 
fellow and Witherspoon monuments 
on Connecticut avenue, in view of the 
widening of that thoroughfare, pro- 
vide that the Witherspoon statue be 
made to rest on an island in the pave- 
ment of the street, but that a study 
be made of the work to avoid clumsi- 
ness of treatment. 


Grass Plot in Disfavor. 


They recommend that the Longfel- 
low monument have no grass plot 
around it, and that as one set of trees 
will be eliminated by the widening of 
the avenue, there will remain an in- 
ner row of trees near the monument, 
under which benches should be placed. 
Suggestion is made that flagging in- 
stead of paving would be more restful 
to people who come to the monument. 

In connection with the coast guard 
world war memorial to be erected in 
Arlington National cemetery, the com- 
mission has suggested that the cedars 
to be planted to offset it should be 
really fine specimens, such as the arbor 
vitae pyramidalis, densely planted, so 
as to form a magnificent background 
for the memorial. 

Back of the cedars only one kind 
of planting is preferred, either the rho- 
dodendron or laurel, planted on ground 
graded to a height of 2 feet, so as to 
form a mass against the cedars. Re- 
moval of existing trees on the area is 
suggested, together with replanting of 
four or five good-sized trees, such as 
lindens or elms. 


Wounded Snowy Ow! 


Is Presented to Zoo 


Through an accident, the Washington 
zoo has come into possession of a 
snowy owl, whose customary habitat is 
in the arctic islands, Superintendent 
William M. Mann announced yesterday. 
A wounded bird of this species was sent 
to the zoo yesterday from La Plata, Md., 
where, suffering from a broxen wing, 
it was found by Mrs. C. T. Carpenter. 

The owl is mottled rather than pure 
white. Dr. Mann said that snowy owls 
seldom come further south than the 
northern border of the United States 
except in the most severe winters. The 
presence of the wounded bird near La 
Plata is regarded as surprising, some 
weather prophets tending to the belief 
that its being there augurs for a bitterly 
cold month ahead. Several snowy Owls 
have been in the Washington zoo at 
various times, but have usually died 
soon in captivity.

Challenging criticisms that the par- 
ticipation by girls and young women 
in school and college athletics tends 
to lower moral standards, District pub- 
lic school officials yesterday made 
Plain their determination to foster 
athletics among girls in their schools. 

The statement was made in reply to 
an inquiry following announcement of 
an order by the Bavarian ministry of 
culture, banning girls from school 
athletics on the grounds of morality. 

“Immorality is not found among the 
athletic boy and girl but among the 
bespectacled vook worms,” Stephen E. 
Kramer, assistant superintendent of 
schools, supervisor of high schools, de- 
clared. 

“The boy and girl who take active 
interest in athletics and participate in 
the games have too much to think of, 
to much demand on their energy, to 
have time and surplus energy to de- 
vote to immorality. 

“The finest thing which is said of 
athletics is that it tends in increase 
morality and moral standards among 
our young people, gives them a better 
and cleaner outlook on life and a bet- 
ter appreciation’ of the advantage and 


‘desirability of having clean, wholesome 
minds as well as clean, wholesome 
bodies.”’ 

There will be no effort to force girls 
back into costumes which have become 
passe because of their cumbersomeness, 
Kramer declared. There is a great deal 
more harm in. suggestiveness than in 
frankness, he added. No encourage- 
ment to immodesty will be tolerated, 
but immodesty must be judged by the 
consensus, conditions at the time, the 
appropriateness of the costume and 
demeanor oi the wearer, the assistant 
‘superintendent declared. . 

“I do not attempt to say what is or 
is not good for German boys and girls 
in schools in Germany, but I do say 
we do not need such an order in the 
United States, certainly not in Wash- 
ington, and we are going ahead with 
the development of interest in clean 
wholesome sports among our boys and 
girls because we are convinced that not 
only are such things good to help build 
clean, strong bodies but are of mate- 
rial help in building clean, strong 
minds, and whether a knee shows or 
not is regarded as of little consequence 
by _ boys and girls,” Kramer de- 
clared.

Financing of greater Washington de- 
velopment plans in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia probably will be discussed at the 
meeting of the National Capital park 
and planning commission Friday, it 
was announced yesterday. The com- 
mission favors the position that its 
annual fund of $600,000, being raised 
by District taxpayers, should be used 
for work within the District proper.

The “masses” of the American people 
must be “educated” by systematic dis- 
seminaton of propaganda if the United 
| States is to be brought into the League 
| of Nations and without reservation inta 
the world court, Alden G. Alley, mem- 
ber of the American Legion and lieu- 
| tenant of United States infantry in 
'the world war. told the conference on 
the cause and cure of war by nine na- 
tional women’s organizations yesterday 
at the Washington hotel. 

At the night session, a resolution 


was unanimously adopted strongly 
urging the Senate to act favorably on 
| the treaty to prohibit the use of pois- 
}onous gases in warfare, and heartily 
indorsing the action of the foreign re- 
| lations committee in reporting the 
|'treaty for ratification. 

| The conference also reaffirmed ite

“complete confidence” in the Perma- 
'nent Court of International Justice, 
|and urged the President “to keep the 
|way open for negotiations with signa- 
| tory powers to the end that the United 
| States may eventually participate as ® 
member of the court.” 


Message Not Satisfactory. 


Mrs. Alexander Wolf, of this city. 
representing the National Council of 
Jewish Women, declared that Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s message to Congress 
is not “altogether satisfactory” in re- 
|spect to disarmament. She cited two 
| or three instances in which, she said; 
the message might have been amended 
for the better. 

American opinion, Alley said, has not 
| changed as to the league and court. 
He declared the “masses” just now are 
|asserting themselves. The large ap- 
parent support before camie from the 
“intellectual groups,” he said, “the up-

Drive of Peace Propaganda. 


The statement of Alley struck the 
general consensus of the audience, as 
indicated by expressions that followed. 
Delegates deplored the fact that no 
“campaign of peace propaganda” had 
| been conducted among the rure!l peo- 
| ple, and declared “this is the outstand- 
ing failure which has marked the con- 
duct of the peace movement in this 
country.” 

Alley declared earlier that the pres- 
ent civilization will be destroyed un- 
less “we can form institutions to 
handle the international problems that 
arise.”” He referred to the league and 
court as “clumsy, imperfect tools,” but, 
he said, “the first tools for the fash~~ 
loning of a lasting peace and natural- 
ly crude.” 

Charles P. Howland, chairman of 
the Greek Refugee Settlement of the 
‘League of Nations, ridiculed certain 
nationalistic expressions, such as “my 
country, right or wrong,” and injected 
into his talk disparaging references to 
traditions which have grown out of 
the American Revolution.
